A. Renove Rudder and file off plate at bottom of Rudder Torque tube! clean ecale 
from ineide of tube with "rat-tail" file and ineert poet of Rudder aaet 
into lower end of tube and belt eane into place with two ^/1b” dia. bolte. 

(NOTE: The poet on maat ahould be fitted for a light tap fit.) 

5. Attach ahock cord with open aide of hook attachment DOWN, thia will prevent 
detachment of aame and thereby eliminate the neceaalty of uaing any aafety 
device.
